GENERAL, 


The  number  of  oases  of  acute  infectious  diseases  notified 
has  increased  from  seven  to  eight  this  year,  viz:- 

3  Gases  of  Tuberculosis. 

1  Case  of  Soarlet  Fever, 

1  H  "  Whooping  Cough. 

2  Gases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia, 

1  Case  of  Bronchial  Pneumonia. 

There  was  one  death  from  Bronchial  Pneumonia, 

This  year  the  Birth-rate  stands  at  18.6  compared  with 
16,9  last  year,  which  is  an  increase  of  1.7  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

The  Death-rate  this  year  is  12.7  compared  with  17.9  last 
year,  which  is  a  decrease  of  5.2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  -  A  Clinic  staffed  by  the  Lancashire 
C.  C.  is  held  in  Trawden  Ambulance  Hall  every  fourth  Tuesday  and 
every  second  Wednesday  in  the  month,  2-4  p.m.  No  other  Clinics 
are  held  in  Trawden,  but  residents  may  attend  the  following,  under 
arrangements  made  by  the  County  Authorities. 

TUBERCULOSIS  -  At  Carr  Road,  Nelson. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  -  At  Carr  Road,  Nelson,  (Under  14  years  of  age). 
VENEREAL  DISEASES  -  Victoria  Hospital,  Burnley. 
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Mr.  A.  Callam,  F.R.C.S.  of  Burnley,  acts  as  consultant 
under  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations. 

LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE.  -  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

STAFF  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT.  -  Consists  of  a  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (Part  time),  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  latter  is 
also  your  Surveyor  and  Water  Manager,  etc. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING.  -  There  are  no  arrangements  for  home 
nursing  of  infectious  diseases;  but,  under  the  Hartley  Hospital 
Scheme,  the  services  of  the  District  Nurses  are  available  for 
genera],  nursing;  and  under  the  Lancashire  C.C.  scheme,  two 
Midwives  serve  in  the  District. 

THE  SUPPLY  OF  FOOD  AND  MILK  for  expectant  and  nursing  Mothers 
and  Milk  for  Infants  is  arranged  by  the  County  Authorities. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

WaTER  SUPPLY.  -  The  water  is  obtained  from  springs  and  a  boring 
in  Boulsworth  Hill,  and  is  conveyed  by  pipe  direct  to  the  houses* 
It  is  of  constant  supply  and  the  water  is  of  excellent  quality  - 
694  houses  and  84  other  premises  being  supplied.
